JEDDAH (AP) — Defence Muisier Prince Saltan waned Wednesday 
that Saudi Arabia would seek an alternative source for its aims if the U.S. 
Congress blocked two new aims deals for the kingdom. "When any 
country refuses to give us arms, that is its business, but we shall not stand 

aimsfolded and shall turn to any other country that can supply us with the 

same weapon or its equivalent," be said in an interview carried by the 
Saudi Press Agency (SPA). Prince Sultan was in Jeddah for 'the 
graduation of a new batch of officers at the Jeddah Air Defence Force 
Academy. He said President Ronald Reagan had submitted the bill to 
Congress and, if no objections were voiced, the deals would become valid 
withm 30 days. The deals indude the sale of 28 utility and attack 
behcopters and sophisticated radar-jamming gear for jet fighters. The new 
deals face criddsm in Congress by Israeh supporters who object to 
buttressing the defences of any Arab country. “I say in all honesty that the 
American admimstradon is serious about giving the kingdom the arms it 
wants, but there are impediments in the U.S. system and we respect 
systems," said the Saudi minister. 
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Arab population 
totals .187 million 

AMMAN (J.T.) — The com- 
bined population of the Arab 
states totalled 187,949,000 in 
1985, according to data released 
at a recent conference on Arab 
population policies held in Tunis. 
The populations of the Arab 
countries vary greatly. Egypt 
accounted for one quarter of the 
1985 total, while Sudan, Morocco 
and Algeria each accounted for 
twelve per cent. The four states 
toge ther had 60 per cent of the 
total Arab population. In con- 
trast, Djibouti, Libya, Maurita- 
nia, Bahrain, Qatar, Sooth Ye- 
men, Jordan, Kuwait and the 
United Arab Emirates each 
accounted for only two per cent 
of the Arab total. The Arab 
population grew at an average 
annual rate of 2.9 per cent in the 
1965-86 period, the conference 
was told 

Gorbachev doe In 
Prague today 

PRAGUE (AP) — Soviet leader 
Mikhail S. Gorbachev, who de- 
layed a visit to Czechoslovakia 
this week because of a reported 
cold, has recovered and will ar- 
rive in Prague on Thursday, a 
Soviet spokesman said. Czech 
Deputy Foreign Minister Roman 
Narozny touched off fierce spe- 
culation when he announced Sun- 
day that- Mr. Gorbachev’s trip 
was postponed because the Soviet 
leader had a “slight cold.” Both 
Mr. Narozny and Soviet Foreign 
Ministry spokesman Gennadi 
Gerasimov said Wednesday that 
Mr. Gorbachev would arrive in 
Prague on Thursday for the 
three-day visit.

WASHINGTON (R) — The 
House of Representatives Armed 
Services Committee has slashed 
President Reagan’s funding re-_ 
quest for the “Star Wars”* 
strategic defence initiative, 
approving $1.7 trillion less than 
he had asked for die programme. 
The committee approved $3.5 bil- 
lion for the strategic defence in- 
itiative, a land-an d-space-based 
anti-missile defence programme. 
The amount was S1.7 butkxn less 
than foe administration request 
of S5J2 billion. 

123 bodies recovered 
from capsized ferry 

ZEEBRUGGE (AP) — Divers 
braved horrifying scenes of 
bodies strewn among piles of 
debris to recover about 123 corp- 
ses Wednesday from the partly 
submerged feny Herald of Free 
Enterprise, officials said. Olivier 
Vanneste, governor of the pro- 
vince of West Flanders, told re- 
porters 63 bodies had been 
recovered overnight and that ab- 
out another 60 were brought 
ashore during a daylight diving

WASHINGTON — Prime Minister Zaid 
Rifai left Washington for London on 
Wednesday after a three-day visit during 
which he conferred with senior Reagan 
administration officials on efforts towards 
convening an international peace conference 
on the Middle East. 


Mr. Rifai, accompanied by 
Foreign Minister Taber AJ Masri, 
held talks with U.S. Vice-Presi- 
dent George Bush, Secretary of 
State George Shultz and Secret- 
ary of Defence Caspar Weinber- 
ger on the Middle East conflict 
and prospects for the proposed 
international conference. Mr.- 
Rifai and Mr. Masri also met with 
several senators and other Offi- 
cials. 

The prime minister and foreign 
minister are expected to report to 
His Majesty King Hussein in 


London. The King arrived in the 
British capital on the last leg of a 
four-nation visit which took him 
to Morocco, The Netherlands 
and Belgium for talks with the 
leaders of these countries and the 
presidency of the European Com- 
munity (EC) on Middle East 
peace efforts. The King is sche- 
duled to meet British Prime 
Minister Margaret Thatcher dur- 
ing his stay m London. 

Prior to his departure from 
Washington, Mr. Rifai told re-

30 hospitalised in continuing 
hunger-strike in W.Bank jails 


OCCUPIED JERUSALEM 
(Agencies) — Thirty Palestinian 
prison&s were reported hospital- 
ised on Wednesday as an inmate 
hunger-strike entered its 15th 
day, and Israeli soldiers clashed 
with Palestinians who protested 
in solidarity with foe prisoners. 

In the occupied West Bank city 
of Jenin, a soldier fired shots into 
the air after a rock thrown by 
Palestinian teenagers hit him in 
the head, causing a slight injury, 
reports said. 

Soldiers also shot teaigas can- 
nisteis at -40 mriveisity students 
who marched through Ramallah, 
north of Jerusalem, sources and 
witnesses quoted by AP said. 

Palestinian merchants closed 
tbeir shops in three cities includ- 
ing Jerusalem to demonstrate 
solidarity with the hunger-strik- 
ers, who are protesting de- 
teriorating prison conditions, 
Israeli police said.

ROME (AP) — Israeli Foreign 
Minister Shimon Peres said fie 
had a "frank exchange of views” 
with two Soviet officials on 
Wednesday on foe restoration of 
diplomatic relations and the pos- 
sibility of an international Middle 
East peace conference. 

Following a two-hour meeting 
with the Soviets who are attend- 
ing a Socialist International con- 
gress at a Rome hotel, Mr. Peres 
said nothing was decided but "I 
don't think either of us intended 
to make decisions.” 

"We shall continue to prepare 
notes,” Mr. Peres added, without 
giving any details on foe talks. 

The Soviets made no comment 
after the meeting. 

Mr. Peres, the two Soviets and 
a Palestinian lawyer earlier took 
part in a dosed door meeting of 
the Middle East committee of foe 
Socialist International, which 
supports such an international 
peace conference. 

An Israeli lawmaker said Mr. 
Peres on Tuesday evening urged 
the Soviet officials to restore ties 
with Israel to help dear the way 
for the conference. 

The Palestinian representative, 
Fayez Abu Rahme, a lawyer from 
the Israeli-occupied Gaza Strip, 
said Mr. Peres insisted at the 
meeting that diplomatic ties be 
restored, but that the Soviets 
made no mention of this. 

The Soviet Union broke di- 
plomatic relations with Israel af- 
ter the 1967 Middle East war. 

Israeli Prime Ministar Yitzhak 
Shamir wants to restore ties but is 
strongly opposed to an interna- 
tional conference that would in- 
dude the Soviets. 

One of the Soviet delegates, 
Karen Bru tents, asked by repor- 
ters before the meeting whether a 
settlement in the Middle East was 
a condition for restoration of ties, 
replied: 

“The reason for the cutting of 
di plomatic rel ations wa$ Isr aeli 
aggression against Arabs ... that 
reason still exists but we think 
that if Israel changes its position 
in resolving this situation, it will 
have a positive influence cm our 
relations.” 

Mr. Brutents, deputy head of 
the Middle East Department of 
foe Central Committee of foe 
Soviet Communist Party, said the 
possibility of bolcfing an interna- 
tional conference has increased 
“because all people, except for 
maybe some zfcagTof some gov- 
ernments, understand it is the 
only real way to have a settlement 
on the Middle East.” 

Uzi Bar- Am, an Israeli official, 
said the two Soviets “spoke about 
a conference that would not force 
a solution on the parties.”

Iraq said Wednesday foe situa- 
tion east of Basra had settled in 
Iraq’s favour, after Iraqi forces 
purged a foothold gained by foe 
Iranians in foe initial hours of an 
Iranian offensive launched on 
Tuesday. 

The Iraqi News Agency (INA) 
quoted the Iraqi military com- 
mand as saying Iraqi forces 
crushed a three-pronged Iranian 
attack. 

Iran arid Iraq each claimed to 
have shot down two enemy war- 
planes during the latest fighting. 
Each denied the other's claim. 

Iran had claimed its forces adv- 
anced two kilometres towards 
Basra west of foe artificial Fish 


Lake, built by Iraq as a defensive 
barrier to protect Basra. 

An INA correspondent said all 
the Iranian attackers on Wednes- 
day were dead, wounded, cap- 
tured or in retreat. “The bodies 
of (toad or wounded Iranians 
were left dismembered in no- 
man’s- land," foe agency said. 

A few hours after Iran laun- 
ched its new offensive. Libyan 
leader Muammar Qadhafi 
pledged to undertake new moves 
to end the war. 

”... We want an end to this war 
because we want Iran and Iraq 
alongside each other to fight 
Zionism and Imperialism,” he 
said in a broadcast on Libyan 
Television Tuesday night (See 
P*& 2). 


Klibi: Arab summit should precede 
international peace talks on Mideast 


TUNIS (R) — An Arab summit, 
long delayed because of Arab 
differences, most take place to 
map out a common strategy be- 
fore any Middle East peace con- 
ference, foe head of the Arab 
League said Wednesday. 

Arab League Secretary- Gener- 
al Chadli Obi told a news con- 
ference Arab states were first 
looking for dear signals'from the 
Palestine Liberation Organisa- 
tion (PLO) at a meeting of foe 
Palestine National Council 
(PNC) this month. 

The PLO, deeply divided be- 
tween supporters of PLO chief 
Yasser Arafat and his Syrian- 
based opponents, has called the 
PNC session for April 20 in 
Algiers. 

A proposed peace conference 
under United Nations auspices is 
expected to be a major topic in 
pre-FNC negotiations between 
PLO factions, Palestinian sources 
say. 

Asked about Jordan’s efforts to 
arrange a peace conference to 
end decades of Arab-Israefi con- 
flict, Mr. KHbi said he had not yet 
been charged with taking steps to 
bold such a meeting. Arabs were 
still examining foe position of the 
United States and the European 
Community (EC), he said. 

Referring to a three-day Arab 
League foreign ministers meeting 
which ended here on Monday,' 
Mr. KEbi said the ministers wel- 
comed an EC statement six weeks 
ago saying it was ready to play a 
role in a peace conference 
“although Arab states consider 
that the European position would 
gain by being clarified and de- 
veloped." 

Mr. Klibi did not confirm 
Syria’s claim that Arab states 
agreed at foe meeting to freeze a

Euro-Arab dialogue until EC 
sanctions imposed in November 
against Damascus for alleged in- 
volvement in terrorism were 
lifted. He said, however, that 
sanctions against Arab states 
were negative and did not help a 
Euro-Arab dialogue. 

The EC declaration on a peace 
conference, by contrast, “can 
only have positive effects on the 
climate of the dialogue started 
between the two parties,” he 
said. 

Summing up the Arab position 
on a peace conference, Mr. Klibi 
said foe conference should ‘‘con- 
stitute a valid framework ensur- 
ing that foe settlement is orien- 
tated towards the dedication to 
principles on which international 
law is based.” 

“It should also take into con- 
sideration the fact that the Mid- 
dle East problem has two axes — 
the right of the Palestinian people 
as a people, and not as a group of 
refugees, and the need for foe 
return of occupied Arab territory 
to their original countries.” 

Insisting on the need for Egypt, 
which was suspended from the 
Arab League following its 1979 
treaty with Israel, to return to foe 


Mubarak party retains 
power in parliament 


CAIRO (Agendes) — Egypt 
emerged from parliamentary 
elections on Wednesday with 
President Hosni Mubarak’s party 
still securely in power but with 
opposition interest likely to shift 
to Islamic law and Cano’s rela- 
tions with IsraeL 

With results still coming in 
after Monday’s polling, Mr. 
Mubarak’s National Democratic 
Party (NDP) had won at least 70 
to 75 per cent of the vote and was 
set to retain a crashing two-thirds 
majority in the 458-member Peo- 
ple's Assembly. 

But the chief opposition party, 
the New Wafd, looked likely to 
lose that role to an alliance of 
Socialists, Liberals and Muslim 
hardliners d* mnn di n g application 
of Sharia. 

Officials said the alliance of the 
Socialist Labour Party (SLP), the 
liberal Party and the officially- 
banned Muslim Brotherhood had 
cornered 10 to 15 per cent of the 
vote. 

- But the New Wafd, a centre- 
right pro-business party, was re- 
ported struggling for the mini- 
mum eight per cent needed to 
take up seats. Even if it crossed 
that hurdle, it was likely to take 
second place in foe new house to 
the SLF4ed alliance when the 
assembly meets on April 22. 
Alliance partners are likely to 
demand steps towards Sharia and 
cancellation of Egypt’s 1979 trea- 


ty with Israel. 

But tbeir strength in foe single- 
chamber legislature will not be 
policy. 

Full results of the election were 
expected Thursday. 

Two doezen independent 
candidates loyal to Mr. Mubar- 
ak’s party were declared elected 
Wednesday, bolstering its pro- 
jected resounding majority. 

Announcing the final out- 
come for 30 parliamentary seats 
out of 48 allotted by law to 
independents — one in each 
national constituency — a senior 
official said NDP-supported 
candidates won 24. They included 
six cabinet ministers, all members 
of the ruling party. 

Under the election law, can- 
didacy depends on the applicant's 
declaration, which allows party 
members to run as independents. 

Ahmad Rasflch, assistant in- 
terim - minister and overseer of 
Monday’s election, said two seats 
went to candidates supported by 
the opposition Islamic alliance. 

Candidates without- party ties 
got two seats, Mr. Rasikh said. 

He added that another two will 
be decided next Monday is 
runoffs because no candidate won 
the legally required 20 per cent of 
votes cast in the seats’ constituen- 
cies. The two candidates with the 
highest tallies compete in the 
second round, and victory is by 
majority. 


Arab fold, Mr. Klibi said: “All 
states belonging to the Arab 
League are agreed on Egypt’s 
return, not only for foe resump- 
tion of bilateral relations, but also 
for a resumption of its national 
role within foe Arab family.” 

Mr. Klibi said Saudi Arabia 
was making great efforts to pre- 
pare an Arab summit, taking mto 
account foe peace conference 
proposal. 

“You will no doubt understand 
that foe Arab summit is alone 
charged with fixing, in the final 
instance, the Arab position (on a 
peace conference), taking into 
account foe Palestinian position 
which we hope can be dearly 
stated by foe Palestine National 
Council scheduled for April 20, 
1987, in Algiers,” he said. 

Mr. Klibi's news conference 
was given because no final com- 
munique was issued after foe 
foreign minister’s meeting, Arab 
diplomatic sources said. 

He confirmed that a resolution 
had been passed unanimously 
calling on Iran to accept a cease- 
fire in the Gulf war and that 
Algerian Foreign Minister 
Ahmad Taleb Ibrahimi and Saudi 
Arabian Foreign Minister Saud 
Al Faisal were charged to go to 
Damascus to try to find a solution 
to the long-running siege of 
Palestinian refugee camps in 
Lebanon.

Moscow 
says U.S.

MOSCOW (Agencies) — A top 
Foreign Ministry official denied 
on Wednesday that the Soviet 
Union bugged the new U.S.

“This has all been invented.

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Beirut airport, Halat airstrip 
remain closed amid threats 


BEIRUT, Lebanon (AP) — Lebanese Prime Minis* 
ter Rashid Karami says Beirnt International Air- 
port, closed since Feb. 1, is raidy to resume 1 
operations. Bet threats by Falangist' mil iffy chiefs 
continue to keep Lebanon’s only civilian air facility 
shut. 


Falangist militias are deman- 
ding that a makeshift airport 
already in use north of Beirut be 
recognised officially as a second 
facility for Falangist travellers 
afraid to journey to the existing 
airport, located in Khalde, a 
Shi'ite Muslim suburb. 

The year-old Falangist demand 
has been rejected by the opposi- 
tion, who maintain opening a 
second airport would mean the de 
facto partitioning of Lebanon. 

But the Christians are pressing 
their demand by threatening to 
use their artillery, situated on the 
hills above Beirut airport, to shell 
Beirut airport unless they are 
granted their own facility of equal 
status in the Falangist coastal 
town of Halat. 

At Halat, 32 kilometres north 
of Beirut, a portion of the coastal 
highway has been transformed 
into an air strip. Syrian troops 
overlook Halat Airport from hills 
to the north. 

Syrian units, deployed in main- 
ly Muslim west Beirut on Feb. 22, 
also are' stationed at Beirut air- 
port on the city's southern out- 
skirts. 

Halat has a runway 2,170 
metres long and 30 metres wide 
and can accommodate the land- 
ing and takeoff of medium-sized 
jets, said Rudolf Paulikevitch, an 
aide to Danny Chamoun, leader 
of the Christian National liberal 
Party. 


Although the opposition main- 
tains the airport represents an 
effort to permanently partition 
Lebanon, Mr. Chamoun has said 
Halat would be temporary and 
“strictly non-partitionist/’ 

“It’s for the convenience of the 
people and it's a humanitarian 
issue, an economic issue.

The WAJ president also outlined 
the projects being carried out by 
the authority to improve the stan- 
dard of water services in the 
country. The Hungarian official 
expressed his country’s readiness 
to offer technical consultancy ser- 
vices to the WAJ to support its 
projects.

JORDAN VALLEY (Petra) — 
The application of the agricultu- 
ral patterns system in Jordan and 
cooperation between the Ministry 
of Agriculture and local farmers 
has led to self-sufficiency in cer- 
tain types of vegetables and fruit 
in the Kingdom, Minister of Agri- 
culture Marwan Hmoud said on 
Wednesday. 

He said that potatoes, which 
Jordan used to import in great 
quantities as recently as last year, 
are now produced in abundance 
here and there is even a surplus 
for export. 

The minister was addressing a 
ceremony for opening an exhibi- 
tion of locally grown potatoes 
which was organised at the Uni- 
versity of Jordan’s farm in the 
Jordan Valley region. Mr. 
Hmoud urged farmers to direct 
their attention towards the pro- 
duction of carrots which he said 
Jordan still imports in large quan- 
tities. 

The Ministry of Agriculture's 
policies are intended to encour- 
age people and merchants to re- 
duce their imports of vegetables 
and fruits as much as possible, 
and to continue to help local 
farmers increase their produc- 
tion, Mr. Hmoud added. He said 
that farmers ought to diversify 


their products so that they can 
always find markers for the diffe- 
rent items either in Jordan or 
abroad. 

The exhibition is designed to 
display different strains of pota- 
toes which have been locally pro- 
duced and to orient fanners on 
these varieties. Advisors at the 
exhibition will also guide farmers 
on production methods and in- 
struct them on means of keeping 
their crops free from diseases and 
indigenous pests. 

In addition to different types of 
potatoes, the exhibition also dis- 
plays agricultural implements and 
chemical products used in com- 
bating diseases and pests. 

A number of university stu- 
dents and teachers attending the 
opening ceremony presented a 
briefing on the items on display 
and also spoke about the major 
diseases affecting the production 
of potatoes. Dr. Mahmoud 
Dweiri, dean of the university's 
Faculty of Agriculture, said the . 
plans have bran made to set up I 


dination of cooperation activities 
and supervision of programme's 
implementation; sending of ex- 
pert personnel; arrangement of 
on the job training courses and 
refresher seminars; granting 
scholarships; supply of scientific 
equipment required for the pre- 
vention diagnosis and rehabilita- 
tion units set up at the centre.

boost cargo handling at Aqaba 


AMMAN (Petra J — The Minis- 
try of Transport has introduced 
measures designed to encourage 
more exports and imports via 
Aqaba port and has reduced fees 
on loading and unloading goods 
from vessels docking at the port 
to achieve that goal. Transport 
Minister Ahmad Dakhqan 
announced on Wednesday. 

He said that as a result of the 
ministry’s measures, exports of 
national products — mostly phos- 
phates and potash — increased 
from 898,225 tonnes in 1985 to 
1,125,216 tonnes in 1986 for 
potash; and from 4.125,216 ton- 
nes to 5,197,665 tonnes for phos- 
phates during the same period. 
Also, the number of vessels dock- 
ing at the harbour increased from 
2.671 in 1985 to 2.677 in 1986. the 
minister noted. 

Mr. Dakhqan was speaking to 
journalists at a meeting in bis 
ministry during which he pre- 
sented a briefing on various acti- 
vities carried out by the Trans- 
port Ministry over the past two 
years. 


Passenger traffic 

He said that passengers coming 
to or leaving Jordan in 1986 via 
Aqaba were 839.000 and added 
that the port authorities are in- 
stalling facilities at the cost of JD 
1.5 million to enable the port to 
process greater numbers of pas- 
sengers. Work on this project, he 
said, will be completed in the 
coming year. 

Railway expansion 
Referring to the railway net- 
work, the minister said that the 
country’s railways are being mod- 
ernised and extended to help 
boost the national! economy. A 
sum of JD 5.5 million has been 
spent on improving 64 kilometres 
of the Aqaba railway in order to 
boost its capacity and raise to 4.5 
million tonnes annually the 
amount of phosphates 'being 
transported to the port for ex- 
port. 

The Ministry of Transport has 
embarked on renewing an addi- 
tional 116 kilometres of the rail- 
way network at a cost of JD 11.5 


million and has contracted firms 
for purchasing 90 wagons 10 
transport more phosphates, the 
minister said. He said that the 
wagons will cost JD 1 .648 million 
and will be operational by 1968, 

Referring to public transport, 
the minister said that within Am- 
man there are 431 buses being 
operated by the Public Transport 
Corporation which also operates 
buses on 13 other routes from and 
to Amman employing an addi- 
tional 96 buses. It is~ estimated 
that these buses transported 86 
million passengers during the past 
rwo years, the minister pointed 
out. 

On air transport, the minister 
referred to projects as the central 
radar system at the Queen Alia 
International Airpon which he 
said has provided greater safety 
measures and boosted the nation- 
al air carrier's capacity. He also 
briefed the journalists on a num- 
ber of projects undertaken by, 
Royal Jordanian for boosting its 
operations and providing better 
services.

1987 without obtaining 
work permits in advance from the 
Ministry of Labour will be 
allowed to stay on and continue 
working for their employers, 
according to new instructions 
issued on Wednesday by Minister 
of Labour Khaled A! Haj 
Hassan. 

The instructions stated that the 
Ministy of Labour will now 
accept and approve applications 
from farmers to keep Egyptian 
workers who entered the country 
this year without permits. The j 
ministry earlier announced that 


Kingdom should also open files 
for each farm to indicate the 
number of workers employed in 
the business and to submit 
periodic reports to the Ministry of 
Labour on the situation. Dr. 
‘Utoum added. 

Egyptian workers, like all 
other non-Jordanian workers, 
pay JD 30 to the Ministry of 
Labour for annual permit fees 
except those employed in agricul- 
ture who pay JD 10. 

Dr. 'Utoum last month said 
that Jordanians wishing to em- 


ploy Egyptian workers should 
submit requests together with a 
contract for employment to the 
Ministry of Labour for approval. 
If approval was granted, the 
forms would then be referred to 
the Egyptian Embassy in Amman 
to finalise procedures before the 
workers arrived in the Kingdom. 
He also said that Egyptian work- 
ers employed in Jordan before 
Jan. 1, 1987 and holding permits 
issued before that date will be 
exempted from the new proce- 
dures.

Unfair treatment 

THE Arab Organisation for Administrative Sciences’ (AOAS) 
recent decision to terminate the services of 32, mostly 
Jordanian, staff members impels ns to ask about the reason 
behind the move and its implications. 

The surprise decision no doubt has come as a great 
"disappointment to those staff members who had been feetmg 
proud and privileged to serve with an Arab League affiliate 
organisation. All of a sudden 32 working people found 
themselves in the streets apparently for no good reason at all. 

This action by the AOAS seems odd coming as it is at a time 
when this organisation boasts of working to develop Arab 
management practices and lectures on administrative sciences. 
It has itself demonstrated through this arbitrary measure that 
it lacks the simplest understanding of administration, which it 
was originally set up to develop and promote. 

The dismissal of 32 staff members, under the pretext of 
financial problems, should be reviewed with a view to 
correcting the decision. It is one of the simplest rights of staff, 
to be given a notice period in accordance with rules and 
regulations in force in most countries of the world; the 
AOAS should be no exception. All international and pan-Arab 
organisations- are nowadays encountering finarnal difficulties, 
but so far none of them has acted the way the AOAS did. 

Well, If the organisation’s financial constraints have really 
prompted this decision, why did the organisation fail to give the 
laid-off staff a sufficient prior notice? Instead the organisation 
gave them an on-the-spot order to leave the office and not to 
report to work the next day. If it was correct that the 
organisation’s financial difficulties were behind the unfair 
decision, why should the locally recruited staff, mostly Jorda- 
nians, be the victims? Is it because our government has 
welcomed and hosted this organisation, as it does other Arab 
and international organisations? Or is it because the Jordanian 
government, despite its very limited financial resources, was 
one of only two Arab countries (the other is Saadi Arabia) to 
have honoured its commitment to this organisation? 

The AOAS decision should not pass without undergoing a 
thorough review and discussion. It should receive due attention 
from the Arab League and from the concerned Jordanian 
authorities because it represents a violation of and a departure 
from all rules and regulations governing the relation between 
the employers and the employee. It is painful enough to be 
stabbed by your enemy, but it is more painful when the stab 
comes from your brethren.

Al Ra 7; King's efforts continue 

JORDAN is currently involved in endeavours for convening an 
international conference and carrying out efforts in this respect in 
Europe and the United States. In his current tour of European 
capitals. King Hussein reiterated Jordan's stands vis-a-vis the 
situation in the Middle East and emphasised the need for a just and 
comprehensive solution for the Arab-Israeli problem through an 
international conference. He has reiterated this stand in Holland and 
Belgium as he did before in other European countries, and is 
expected to follow up the same endeavour during his present visit to 
Britain. As an offshoot of the King's talks, Belgian Foreign Minister 
Leo Tmdemans plans to make a tour of Saudi Arabia, Egypt, Jordan 
and Israel later this month for further discussions and more talks on 
the subject of the Middle East. It is dear that the tour will be in 
favour of the proposed conference in line with the Brussels 
Declaration by the European Community foreign ministers. The 
King’s tour in Europe, backed by Soviet support for the proposed 
conference and the Brussels declaration- on the Middle East 
constitute a very positive element in the preparation for the coming 
conference. In the American arena, Prime Minister Zaid Rifai is 
involved in talks with U.S. administration officials on the question of 
the international conference. These talks represent the last link in 
efforts for convening the conference. Any open and frank U.S. 
support for the conference would constitute a significant step towards 
convening it and implementing United Nations resolutions. 

Al Dustour: Europe shows more concern 

THE tumultuous welcome King Hussein is accorded by his European 
hosts during his current tour of Europe reflects the deep appreciation 
of Jordan's polides in general and this country’s endeavours for 
solving the Middle East problem in particular. The great interest 
displayed by European government leaders in the King's visits 
reflects deep respect for the monarch and his relentless efforts not 
only to serve Arab causes but also to enhance the cause of world 
peace. The King's visit to Brussels and his talks there came in the 
wake of the Brussels declaration in which the governments of the 
European Community has voiced support for the idea of peace, 
coming through an international conference. The King has been met 
with welcome and his ideas drew favourable response and a clear 
indication that the European Community intends to put its ideas into, 
practice. The leaders of European governments have heard King 
Hussein presenting the Arab views about the international confer- 
ence and the need for the implementation of the United Nations 
Security Council resolutions for ending the Arab-Israeli conflict. 
King Hussein has carried these ideas to the European Community 
which more than other nations can understand the nature of things in 
the Arab area due to the close links they maintains with Arab 
countries. 

Sawt Al Shaab: Iranian offensive expected 

IRAN has been expected to launch what it terms as Karbala eight 
offensive on Iraq at this particular moment; and as expected, the 
Iraqis are bound to inflict more defeat on the invaders, Tlie Iranians 
are afraid of political pressure on them to stop the war and have been 
disturbed by the continuous turmoil inside Iran and the struggle for 
power in Tehran, These may have been the two major reasons 
behind the new offensive on Iraq and their insistence on rejecting 
peace bids from any source. The Iranians are still adamant and still 
determined to pursue the fighting though they know for sure that the 
Iraqi armed forces are continuously being strengthened and are 
certain to thwart the dreams of the Tehran rulers.

Tbe following article , by the lead- 
er of the British Liberal Party, is 
reprinted from tbe Jeddah-based 
Arab News. 

LONDON — KING Fahd’s visit 
to Britain last week was an occa- 
sion for celebration. Britain and 
Saudi Arabia enjoy good rela- 
tions which have helped us 
achieve considerable mutual suc- 
cesses. Personally, I remember 
with fond affection my own two 
visits to Saudi Arabia and my 
conversations with the country’s 
ruling family. I am pleased to 
have benefited from their insights 
into the problems of the Middle 
East and in particular of tbe 
war-tom Palestinians. 

One of the more depressing 
aspects of the Palestinian prob- 
lem of late has been the complete 
vacuum that has occurred as far 
as initiatives are concerned. It is 
as if everybody had decided that 
the problem is insoluble and so 
there is no point trying to resolve 
it. 

Such a sense of despondency is 
understandable. There have been 
so many worthy initiatives — the 
Fez plan, the Reagan plan, the 
King Hussein plan are but three 
— yet for one reason or another 


they have sunk without trace. But 
the monumental injustice of the 
situation, the plight of the Palesti- 
nians which has again been so 
vividly on show in the Beirut 
camps, demands that the effort 
goes on. There is a moral impera- 
tive on every government, re- 
gardless of whether it is directly 
involved in the dispute or not, to 
work for a solution — just as 
there is a moral imperative on 
every government to work for 
racial justice in South Africa. 

That is why I was so pleased 
with the recent European initia- 
tive calling for an all-party con- 
ference on the Middle East. 

It has long been dear that this 
is the only way forward — for it is 
beyond the capabilities of any 
one government to unilaterally 
dictate a Middle East settlement. 
Much as it might like, the White 
House can no more impose a 
settlement on the Middle East 
than can tbe PLO or the Syrians 
or tbe Israelis. The Americans' 
unhappy experience in Lebanon 
in 1983 showed that. Nor can tbe 
Soviets. 

It is equally obvious that an 
unrepresentative huddle of gov- 
ernments cannot succeed either. 
There is no point pinning hopes 


on the United States, Israel, 
Egypt and Jordan hammering out 
a peace formula, ft has about as 
much chance as one hammered 
out by Syria and Jordan, or by 
Syria and the Soviet Union or by 
Jordan and the PLO. There has 
to be discussion involving all the 
parties involved. That includes 
-the Israelis and PLO as well as 
the Jordanians, die Syrians and 
the Egyptians. The realities of 
power politics in the region de- 
mand it. Any attempt to exclude 
a party dooms the attempt to 
failure. The two superpowers also 
have to be involved for they can, 
if necessary, bring pressure to 
bear on the main contestants 
should they prove (Obdurate. 

The groundwork for this latest 
initiative was started by Dutch 
Foreign Minister Van den Brook 
when he was president of the 
European Council of Ministers 
this time last year. It was perhaps 
regrettable that when the British 
government took over the six- 
month presidency last July, very 
tittle was done to build on the 
Dutch efforts. It was not till this 
year when the Belgians took on 
the presidency that the initiative 
got under steam again. I am 
nappy to say that much of the 


credit for this belongs to one of 
my fellow European liberals and 
former president of Liberal Liter- 
national, Belgian Foreign Minis- 
ter Leo Tindemans who has 
worked tirelessly to achieve suc- 
cess since be bas taken over as 
president 

But this initiative will be still- 
born if the Europeans do not 
follow it up. We do not want or 
need another Venice Declaration 
— fine words followed by seven 
years of inaction. There is no 
point in coming up with a good 
idea and then sitting back, hoping 
that others will do all the work. 
Having made the initiative, the 
European Community must now 
prepare the ground for such a 
conference. 

But what about the Arab gov- 
ernments? 

They too must seize tbe initia- 
tive — and be seen to do so. They 
cannot afford to sit back ana 
expect others to do the work for 
them — because no one will. It is 
no good complaining that other 
countries were responsible for the 
Palestinian problem and that it is 
up to them to resolve it Such an 
attitude only damages Arab inter- 
national credibility. 

Obviously, it would be foDy to 


say that either Britain or Saudi 
Arabia can achieve anything by 
themselves. But they have major 
“enabling” roles to play in this 
initiative, Britain because of its 
influential position in Europe, 
and Saudi Arabia because oiits in 
the Arab World. One may, of 
course, question, whether Europe 
has a role to play. But I think it 
does, acting in the position of 
“honest broker.” 

There remains the question of 
Washington, which as we all 
know, holds tbe key to the Mid- 
dle East problem. The main diffi- 
culty with this initiative will un- 
doubtedly be getting the White 
House to take it seriously, espe- 
cially given the presidency’s cur- 
rent political paralysis over the 
Iran arms scandal. 

But if there are two countries, 
one European and the other 
Arab, to which Washington will 
listen, they are Britain and Saadi 
Arabia. Together, we can exert a 
considerable influence on Amer- 
ican thinking — and, even more 
importantly, on American public 
opinion. Washington may hold 
the key, but we can ofl the lock. It 
is certainly worth trying for the 
sake of peace. Moreover, there is 
certain irony in the situation that 


is worth taking advantage of. The 
White House is desperate to di- 
vert attention from the Iran arms 
eranHal flnd show that President 
Reagan’s is anything but a lame 
duck presidency. Mikhail Gor- 
bachev, with a well-timed offer 
on the zero option, dearly under- 
stands tills- - 

If the Europeans and Arabs 
put every effort toward making 
thus latest initiative work, it could 
just succeed. The Soviets have 
given it their backing, the Israeli 
Labour Party shows signs of com- 
ing round to the idea, even the 
Americans are dearly no longer 
so opposed. No one is saying that 
an international conference will 
come up with tire final answer 
straightaway. That is too optimis- 
tic. But at least we would have 
moved the proceedings a stage or 
two along in the right direction. 

This is a time of possibilities, a 
time when the superpowers arc 
making gestures of good will for 
the sake of international peace 
and stability, a time when initia- 
tives are being made and can be 
grasped. With the superpowers in 
a constructive mood, there is a 
rare opportunity for progress in 
the Middle East. It must not be 
missed. 


Sweden boosts anti-apartheid 
aid to southern African nations 


New Maltese envoy to Jordan outlines 
the island’s policy towards Arab World

STOCKHOLM, Sweden — 
Sweden has increased aid to 
South Africa’s neighbouring 
states in an attempt to offset any 
backlash by Pretoria to interna- 
tional economic sanctions. 

Foreign Trade Minister Anita 
Gradin on March 12 presented to 
parliament a bill banning trade 
with South Africa. Sbe said she 
hoped the measure would induce 
other countries to take similar 
steps soon. 

But even before passage of the 
trade bill, Sweden’s parliament 
had increased by one-third aid to 
the neighbouring states of Ango- 
la, Botswana, Lesotho, Mozam- 
bique, Tanzania, Zambia and 
Zimbabwe in preparation for 
. possible South. African reprisals 
against passage of the trade ban. 

South Africa had warned that 
sanctions would hurt most its own 
black population and those neigh- 
bouring countries which rely on 
South Africa's economic well- 
being. 

This year, -Sweden bas ear- 
marked 2.2 billion kronor ($350 
million) for tbe seven frontline 
states — an increase of 660 mil- 
lion kronor ($100 million) from 
1986. 

The figure is nearly half of 
Sweden's total foreign aid. The 
rest goes to about a dozen coun- 
tries including the Marxist gov- 
ernments of Ethiopia, Vietnam 
and Nicaragua. 

Sweden is one of tbe few coun- 
tries that meets a United Nations 
standard of contributing about 1 
per cent of its gross national 
product to foreign aid. - 


“We are prepared to go further 
to meet acute needs," said Christ- 
er Isaksson, an official in 
Sweden’s ministry for foreign aid. 

“We have just decided to give 
several more millions (of kronor) 
of h umanitari an aid to Mozambi- 
que, which is plagued by civil 
war." 

Despite public pressure to pass 
tbe bill, the Swedish government 
hesitated for several months be- 
fore declaring the unilateral trade 
ban against South Africa. Oppo- 
nents of the measures argued that 
it would harm Swedish businesses 
and their black employees in 
South Africa and could cost as 
‘much as 8,000 Swedish jobs. 

The bill passed anyway, en- 
hancing Sweden's role as a leader 
among Scandinavian nations in 
opposing apartheid. South Afri- 
ca’s system of racial discrimina- 
tion. . " 

Denmark last June was tbe first 
to impose a trade ban. Norway is 
considering a bill that would stop 
ofl supplies on Norwegian ships. 

But Sweden, as long ago as 1979 
imposed sanctions against South 
Africa by prohibiting new invest- 
ments, becoming one of tbe first 
industrialised nations to do so. 

South Africa bas taken no ac- 
tion recently against the frontline 
states. 

But Sweden had feared that the 
white-ruled government might 
sever its blade neighbours from 
their vital trade and transporta- 
tion routes through South Africa 
in retaliation against internation- 
al sanctions. 

The idea of helping South Afri- 
ca’s neighbours gain economic 
independence has been motivat- 
ing Swedish aid to southern Afri- 


ca for 20 years, Isaksson said. 

“The aim, then as now, was to 
help them grow less dependent 
on South Africa," he said in an 
interview with the Associated 
Press. 

Sweden also supports African 
resistance movements outlawed 
in South Africa and Namibia, 
giving the African National Con- 
gress and SWAPO more than 100 
million kronor ($15 million) in 
humanitarian assistance. 

Swedish involvement in south- 
ern Africa dates back to 1965 and 
the independence of Zambia and 
Tanzania- Sweden also supported 
guerrilla movements in tbe 1970s 
in Angola and Mozambique 
which were struggling for inde- 
pendence from Portugal. 

One redpient of Swedisb aid is 
the Southern African Develop- 
ment Cooperation Committee, a 
regional body set up in 1980 that ' 
indudes the seven frontline states 
plus Malawi and Swaziland. Its 
goal is regional cooperation to 
reduce dependence on South 
Africa. 

Sweden contributed dose to 
500 million kronor ($77 million) 
between 1980 and 1985 to 
SADCC, mostly for transporta- 
tion and telecommunications. It 
has allocated another 560 million 
kronor ($86 million) for the 1986- 
1988 period and the amount 
could be increased. 

Major Swedish aid projects — 
some financed in conjunction 
with other Nordic nations and 
within the SADCC framework — 
indude a microwave telecom- 
mu nications network between 
Botswana, Zambia, Zimbabwe 
and nearby states to circumvent 
South Africa.

AMMAN — Maltese Ambassa- 
dor to Jordan and Syria Dr. John 
Buon tempo has said his govern- 
ment had been working hard over 
the last two decades to improve 
relations with Jordan and the rest 
of the Arab World. 

He expressed hope that a possi- 
ble victory by the opposition 
nationalist party in the May 
general elections would not affect 
his Labour government’s efforts 
in that direction.* 

Dr. Buontempo, who pre- 
sented Ms credentials to Foreign 
Minister Taher Masri last week, 
said that Malta, ruled by the 
Labour party since .1971, has 
been in favour of farther consoli- 
dating links with the Arab World 
while maintaining its official poli- 
cy of non-alignment: 

“We do hope that whoever is In 
government (after the elections) 
would honour our agreements 
and maintain these relations,” 
the ambassador said. 

The island’s foreign policy, 
according to analysts, could 
emerge as the key issue in tbe 
forthcoming elections. The 
Nationalist party is in favour of 
better relations with the west. 

Elections for the 65-seat parlia- 
ment will take place on May 9 
after the house was dissolved in 
February at the end of five-year 
term. 

Mr. Buontempo said that on 
behalf Ms prime minister and 
foreign minister, he had carried 
an invitation to His Majesty King 
Hussein to visit Malta. He said he 
hoped that a government led by 
the Nationalist parly would com- 
mit itself to the invitation and 
“not let collapse what the present 


Maltese government did for rela- 
tions with Jordan.” 

Maltese Prime Minister Car- 
melo Mifsud Bonnid, a 53-year- 
old lawyer and a personal friend 
of Dr. Buontempo, has main- 
tained good relations with neigh- 
bouring Libya and other Arab 
states and also with East Bloc 
countries, particularly the Soviet 
Union. 

The Nationalists, led by Ed- 
ward Fenech. Adami, also S3 and 
a lawyer, look to toe west for 
their friends. They are specially 
dose to the Italian and West 
German Christian Democrats 
and Britain’s ruling Conservative 
party. 

Dr. Buontempo, who is also 
ambassador to the league of Arab 
states said Ms country is mainly 
interested in encouraging tourism 
between Malta and Jordan as well 
as the establishment of joint ven- 
ture projects. 

“There is an affinity between. 
Malta and Jordan,” the ambassa-' 
dor said. “We are trying to make 
the Maltese aware of Jordan's 
beauty and hospitality.” Nearly 
75 per cent of words used in the 
Maltese language are derived 
from Arabic. 

The Maltese ambassador, a 
medical doctor-turned diplomat, 
said Ms government was studying 
the possibility of establishing a 
direct air link between Valetta 
and Amman. 

Visas 

Regarding visa arrangements 
between die two countries, Dr. 
Buontempo said that Ms govern- 
ment was interested in abolishing 
visa requirements for Jordanians. 
He said that the issue was ex- 
pected to be discussed after tbe 
elections. Jordan’s resident

ambassador to Tunis is also accre- 
dited to Malta which, since De- 
cember 1983, maintained a con- 
sulate in Amman with Mr. Yana! 
Bostami as honorary consul. 

In the 1981 elections the 
Labour party won 34 seats with 
49 per cent of the vote and toe 
; Nationalist got '31 sehts with 51 
per cent of the vote. ' . 

: i - After four years of negotia- 
tions, toe two parties agreed that 
the party with more than 50 per 
cent of the vote would obtain a 
pariiamentaiy majority. In return 
for granting this concession, toe 
Labour party obtained National- 
ist party agreement that an elec- 
tion result could be annulled if 
there was any “foreign interfer- 
ence.” 

On Monday, agency reports 
said at least 15 people were taken 
to hospital, many with gunshot 
wounds, after clashes between 
supporters of the rival political 
parties in toe nm-up to toe Mal- 
tese general elections. 

Prior to Ms appointment in the 
foreign service, Mr. Buontempo, 
56, worked in the field of medi- 
cine in Tunisia and Libya.

Israeli leaders bave expressed 
support for a conference. 

Saying “we still have a lot of 
work to do," Mr. Rifai said 
Wednesday toe differences be- 
tween Jordan and tbe U.S. “all 
related to toe role of toe confer- 
ence, the modalities of it, its 
terms of reference, its scope." 

However, be added: “Just the 
mere fact that we are talking 
about toe international confer- 
ence, its terms, its modalities, its 
role, is in itself and by itself 
progress." 

“It is toe details regarding the 
details of the conference and its 
participation and helping the par- 
ties arrive at agreement that is 
under discussion now,” he said. 

Mr. Rifai said: “Very frankly, 
we believe it should be a confer- 
ence of substance, not one of 
subterfuge, ft must have an on- 
t Ding role and not just be a photo 
I opportunity, not just a mere de- 
■dce." 

Comments by Mr. Shultz on 
Tuesday suggested no movement 
from the American position that 
a conference must lead rapidly to 
direct Arab-Israeli talks and bave 
no decision-making powers. 

Mr. Shultz said: “We support 
peace and efforts to get there, 
and we believe toe essential nego- 
tiations on the road are bilateral, 
regional negotiations.” 

Mr. Rifai said without elabora- 
tion that compromise was under 
discussion. White expressing 
hope that differences would be 
bridged, be said there would be 
no conference if they were not. 

Mr. Rifai said Jordan was 
working on ideas “That will en- 
sure toe acceptance (of invita- 
tions) by all the involved parties 
and participants, through this 


agreement, we hope we can set 
up a workable conference.” 

Mr. Rifai said Jordan expects 
the United States to try to per- 
suade Israel to drop its objection 
to tbe international conference. 

The prime minister said partici- 
pants at an international confer- 
pence would include the five 
■ permanent members of the U.N. 
Security Council and all toe Mid- 
dle East parties involved in the 
conflict. The external participants 
would act as mediators but would 
not bave the power to impose any 
dedsons, he said. 

Mr. Rifai also said a precondi- 
tion for participation would be 
acceptance of U.N. Resolutions 
242 and 338. 

He said the Palestinians would 
bave to be represented at toe 
conference by the Palestine Li- 
beration Organisation (PLO), 
provided the PLO accepts the 
two U.N. resolutions. 

Mr. Rifai said Palestinian parti- 
cipation would take place within 
toe framework of a joint delega- 
tion with Jordan. 

Mr. Rifai said Jordan bad not 
asked toe United States for any 
new weapons, although there 
were ongoing talks regarding 
purchases of spare parts. 

Mr. Rifai also said Jordan had 
been assured by the United States 
that its arms sales to Iran were 
“an aberration” and would not be 
repeated. 

Mr. Rifai held out little hope of 
an early visit to Washington by 
King Hussein but said agreement 
should be reached to allow one 
before the end of toe year. 

Talking to reporters after talks 
with Mr. Shultz on Tuesday, 
Mr. Rifai said be had stressed 
Jordan's commitment to a peace- 
ful settlement to toe Arab-Israeli 
disoute. 


Following are the statements 
by Mr. Shultz and Mr. Rifai after 
Tuesday’s talks: 

Mr. Shultz: The prime minister 
and toe foreign minister of Jor- 
dan and I and my colleagues have 
bad some very worthwhile and 
constructive discussions. The 
prime minister has also been visit- 
ing with members of Congress. 
He is seeing the vice president and 
others and be is, of course, al- 
ways warmly welcome here. 

Tbe United States is deeply 
interested always in toe import- 
ance of finding a way toward 
stability and peace in toe Middle 
East; this subject has been at toe 
centre of our discussions — how 
to do it. We recognise the import- 
ance, in the end of the parties to 
discussion in any area in getting 
together and working out for 
themselves what they think is 
appropriate whether it be Israel 
ana Jordan with the Palestinians, 
or Israel and Syria in the case of 
toe Golan Heights, or as we have 
seen, Israel and Egypt in arriving 
at the peace treaty that they have 
in force. 

We have also seen toe import- 
ance to Jordan, and perhaps 
others, of an international confer- 
ence as the auspices for such 
bilateral negotiations, and we’ve 
discussed toe question of an inter- 
national conference in some de- 
tail. We will continue these dis- 
cussions, and we are prepared to 
put our backs into any possibility 
that holds some hope of progress 
toward peace in toe Middle East. 

Let me say that we are very 
much impressed with the efforts 
that Jordan and King Hussein are 
making toward toe improvement 
of matters on the West Bank. We 
also recognise that these plans 
take resources — funds — in 


order to make them a reality. We 
are searching around for ways to 
find, if we can, some $25 to $30 
million that might be made avail- 
able at some early time to help in 
that regard. And, of course, be- 
hind that we will continue to 
work on toe problem of re- 
sources. 

So, Mr. Prime Minister, let me 
say that it is very good to have 
you here and we ail appreciate 
the opportunity to discuss with 
you and toe foreign minister tbe 
problems of your area, and we 
welcome continuing discussions 
along those lines. 

Mr. Rifai: Thank you very 
much. My discussions with toe 
secretary of state have been vexy 
useful and fruitful. We had a 
frank and friendly exchange of 
views. I reaffirmed to toe secret- 
ary our strong commitment to a 
peaceful settlement of the Arab- 
Israeli problem. £ repeated, 
reiterated, our conviction that 
such a settlement requires an in- 
ternational conference to be 
attended by the five permanent 
members of the Security Council, 
as well as all the involved parties. 

Our discussions also covered a 
variety of bilateral and regional 
issues. We bave made some prog- 
ress. We certainly will continue 
our close contacts and dialogues 
with toe secretary of state who is 
held in great esteem and respect. 
We will continue to work with 
him closely. We believe that we 
will be able to overcome any 
differences that exist if they ever 
did or do since we do share a 
common objective, namely peace 
in toe Middle East. 

I am grateful Mr. Secretary for 
the warmth of your welcome, and 
I look forward to our con tinuing 
discussion to achieve toe goals 
and objectives which we com- 


monly share. 

Thank you. 

Question: Mr. Secretary, does tbe 
U.S. now support toe interna- 
tional peace conference, or does 
it not? 

Shultz: We support peace and 
efforts to get there and we believe 
the essential negotiations on toe 
road are bilateral regional nego- 
tiations. To bring those negotia- 
tions about, certainly, we need to 
explore — as we have been with 
toe prime minister — the ques- 
tion of how an international con- 
ference might contribute to that 
end. 

So toe object is not an interna- 
tional conference; for that matter 
the object isn't bilateral negotia- 
tions. The object is to find our 
way toward greater peace and 
stability in tbe Middle East. 

Q: Mr. Secretary, what are tbe 
stumbling blocks which forbid toe 
international conference from 
being convened as soon as 
posable? 

Mr, Shultz: Well, it isn't a ques- 
tion of stumbling blocks; it’s a 
question of trying to think our 
way through to toe setting of 
bilateral negotiations so That they 
will be fruitful and can be under- 
taken in a proper way. And we 
have been struggling wito these 
problems for some time, and I 
think toe discussions we’ve had 
today are helpful in that regard. 
Q: Mr. Prime Minister, why 
doesn’t Jordan just sit down and 
negotiate with Israel? Last year I 
believe, the King said toe United 
States was not a very good 
mediator; it was hopelessly one- 
sided. Israel says it’s prepared to 
negotiate with any Arab 'coun- 
try. Why do you need aU of these 
trappings and trimmings? Why 
can’t you just talk peace with 
your neighbour? 


Mr. Rifai: It is not a matter of 
talking peace with one’s neigh- 
bour, because we are not talking 
about peace between Jordan and 
Israel. We are talking about a 
comprehensive settlement of the 
Arao-Israeli problem. That in- 
cludes the Golan Heights of 
Syria, it includes the problem of 
southern Lebanon, and it certain- 
ly includes the Palestinian prob- 
lem which is at the core of the 
Middle East dispute. So we are 
talking about a comprehensive 
settlement to implement interna- 
tional resolutions and those re- 
quire international auspices. 

Mr. Shultz: I have a question for 
the prime minister. If you don’t 
leave now, how are you going to 
get to the vice president’s at three 
o’clock? It is now ten after three, 
(laughter) 

Mr. Rifai: I am already late, huh? 
(laughter).

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American, Arab doctors discuss 
AIDS, measures of prevention 



AMMAN — From west to east, 
public concern about AIDS, ac- 
quired immune deficiency syn- 
drome, has been dramatically on 
the increase. A television satellite 
Knk made it possible for several 
concerned individuals in the Arab 
World to question American spe- 
cialists on the disease. 

Physicians and officials from 
the Ministries of Health of Jor- 
dan, Egypt, Kuwait, and the 
UAE spoke to Dr. Robert Win- 
dom, U.S. assistant secretary of 
health, and Dr. Anthony Fauci, 
chief of the laboratory of im- 
munoregulation at the U.S. De- 
partment of Health and Human 
Services on Tuesday. Participat- 
ing on the Jor danian panel were 
Dr. Abdullah Abbadi and Dr. 
Ala’eddin Tonqan, from the Uni- 
versity of Jordan, and Dr. Janet 
Muza, representing the Ministr y 
of Health. Other physicians and 
students from the medical faculty 
were also present during the 
programme held at the University 
of Jordan. 

According to Dr. Abbadi, 1959 
produced the earliest evidence of 
tiie disease, which infects and 
kills white blood cells, conse- 
quently affecting the body's im- 
mune and central nervous sys- 
tem. The origin of the vims has 
been traced to the jpreen monkey 
in equatorial Africa. Dr. Abbadi 
explained that the virus found in 
the green monkeys is very similar 
to the AIDS virus found in hu- 
mans. Stressing that this theory is 
purely speculative, he said “this 
virus, probably the origin of 
our disease.* 1 

After the AIDS virus has gone 
through a certain stage in its 
■development, there is no core for 
it. It took until 1981 for AIDS to 
be clinically recognised in the 
U.S. “The incubation period was 
longer than we thought," said Dr. 
Fauci. In the past five years, 
200,000 cases have been reported 
in the U.S.; half have ended in

deaths. Half a milli on are thought 
to be infected with the vims of 
which 25 to 50 per cent are likely 
to develop the disease in the 
coming 10-15 yean. 

' In the early 1980's, 80 per cent 
of those infected were homosex- 
uals. Dr. Windom said that the 
U.S. has witnessed a decrease in 
this figure to 60 per cent due to 
increased awareness among 
homosexuals and t ransmissi on to 
women through bisexual rela- 
tionships. He noted that 4 per 
cent of those infected are heter- 
osexuals, but this figure is ex- 
pected to rise to 7 or 8 per cent. 

The only control for the disease 
is education, according to both 
specialists. Dr. Fauci said that 
education should stress “safe 
sex”. “The most important aspect 
is that, if you do not know if your 
partner has the disease or not, the 
man should use a condom. This 
method has proven to be an 
effective Mock ro the virus and 
protects the other partner from 
infection." “We presume educa- 
tion will be an effective means to 
modify people's behaviour," he 
continued. 

Dispelling previous notions, 
Dr. Fauci clarified that the virus 
is not transmittable through 
casual contact, mosquito bites, 
sneezing or saliva, although he 
did recommend that saliva ex- 
. change be avoided during sexual 
contact. 

Donating blood does not trans- 
mit AIDS, out use of unsanitary 
needles or sharing needles may 
transmit it. he said. Those most 
vulnerable to the disease are peo- 
ple who have sexual contact with 
a multiplicity of partners and IV 
drug abusers. AIDS can also be 
transmitted from mother to child. 
Dr. Fauci said. 

Dr. Touqan said that Jordan 
was relatively free of AIDS “as 
sexually promiscuity and IV 
drug abuse is not wide spread. 


and I doubt seriously that we will 
ever have these problems. 1 * 
There have been no confirmed 
clinical cases and only a handful 
of carriers from abroad have been 
reported. Dr. Touqan referred to 
AIDS in the Kingdom as an 
“imported problem” and, there- 
fore, education should be geared 
towards individuals, “especially 
those travelling abroad." 

“The public is not aware that 
the AIDS virus can be caught by 
casual sexual contact, paid sex, 
and drug abuse," he said, sug- 
gesting that more education be- 
come available through television 
and newspapers. 

Dr. Janet Mirza showed the 
Jordan limes a post card made 
by the Ministries of Health and 
Education warning passengers of 
the dangers of AIDS and ways it 
can be contacted. “These were 
issued at the beginning of the 
year and are given to those 
travelling abroad" as a first step 
in avoiding AIDS, she said. 

Anyone who wishes to have 
their blood screened can do so at 
the Ministry of Health, a Blood 
Bank in Ashrafieh, King Hussein 
Medical Centre, and the Uni- 
versity of Jordan Hospital. 
Voluntary screening, especially 
for pregnant mothers, drug abus- 
ers, and those involved m pre- 
marital sex, was suggested by Dr. 
Windom. 

Dr. Windom said the World 
■Health Organisation is playing a 
major role m communities where 
the virus is prevalent and where 
education efforts are lacking; “in- 
ternational cooperation is on the 
rise.” A conference on a possible 
vaccine against AIDS held a few 
weeks ago by the U.S. National 
Institution of Health has decided 
to have several vaccination trials, 
said Dr. Fauci. In addition educa- 
tion has brought an awareness of 
.other sexually transmitted dis- 
eases.

Controversy surfaces over society for needy neurological patients

AMMAN — The charity march 
across Jordan has created an un- 
expected. myriad, of criticism.. 
Controversy, was , sparked - by 
jtyysjrians alleging that partid-, 
.pants and donors had been misled 
while members of the Society for 
tiie Care of Neurological Patients 
deny these charges. 

“My main objection is to the 
name of the society coordinating 
the march. It gives the impression 
that it is a national society while it 
is a private society to help needy 
patients coming to a private hos- 

B 'tal (Palestine Hospital)," said 
r. Ishaq Maraqa, a neuro- 
surgeon and head of the Jordan 
Neurosdences Society (JNS). 

“After the march began, I 
found it my duty to explain that 
there was no tie between the 
Society for the Care of Neurolo- 
gical Patients and the JNS and 
that it is a private hospital’s char- 
ity society, not a national charity 
society,” Dr. Maraqa said. Dr. 
Maraqa stressed that he was not 
against the society nor the Pales- 
tine Hospital, but that the society 
was misleading in its name and in 
declaring the scope of its activi- 
ties. He said that if it had been 
called the “society for care of 
neurological patients at Palestine 
Hospital” no one could object. 

“Palestine Hospital will collect 
more money on a national level. I 
know quite a few people who 


were reluctant to donate when 
they knew it was for a private 
-hospital. Their previous impress- 
ion was that the funds were to 
help poor patients all over the 
„ .country. and that it was not just 
limited to patients, at.- Palestine. 
. Hospital," he said. 

In response. Dr. Nassri 
Khoury, a founder of the society, 
said that the society is a chant- 
able society and was established 
under the patronage of His Royal 
Highness Crown Prince Hassan in 
July 1986 with Her Highness 
Princess Majda as president. 

"The aim of the society -was to 
establish and administer an inde- 
pendent charitable fund to sup- 
port the treatment of needy 
neurological patients in a special- 
ised section for these diseases,” 
said Dr. Khoury. The society was 
formed by a number of concerned 
prominent individuals who felt it 
important to open this proposed 
service to all patients, regardless 
of their financial status,- and 
thereby die society wil] cover the 
expenses of needy patients, who 
have no medical insurance, at this 
proposed centre. 

Dr. Khoury went on to explain 
why the centre will be located on 
the premises of the Palestine 
Hospital. “Palestine Hospital was 
the only medical institution to 
accept a five-year staff exchange 
programme offered by the Uni- 
versity of Toronto and John Hop- 
kins University," he said. These 
two major neuroscience centres 


will be sending nurses, phy- 
siotherapists and doctors to help 
train personnel. 

“This offer was made to all 
concerned medical institutions in 
. Jprdan. All expressed moral sup- 
port blit, unfortunately, none 
were able to adopt it, and rather 
than lose this opportunity we 
began implementing the project 
at Palestine Hospital,” Dr. 
Khoury said, adding that once 
work was started “we received 
unanimous support from all con- 
cerned.” 

“The society is totally indepen- 
dent from the Palestine Hospital, 
both financially and administra- 
tively, and its services are open to 
all needy patients under the care 
of any neurological specialist who 
wishes to use the services of the 
proposed centre," be continued. 
There is, however, an agreement 
between the society and Palestine 
Hospital. The society provides 
patients and the hospital provides 
medical services to the society’s 
patients at reduced prices. 

“At present, most private hos- 
pitals torn away patients who can 
not afford treatment, and this 
service is to stop the private 
medical service from being li- 
mited to only those who can 
afford it or who have insurance," 
Dr. Khoury stated. 

According to Dr. Khoury, no- 
one has to-date withdrawn fads or 
her donations to the march or the 
society. “Our public medical ser- 


vices are stretched beyond then- 
means. Any charitable medical 
service involves the participation 
of people for the betterment of 
our society. If the Society for the 
Care of Neurological Patients did 
not. provide its services, sadly 
no-one else would," he said. 

Dr. Khoury added that in the 
brochure released by the society 
and during the press briefings, 
the society was very careful to 
fully explain its aims. “It is unfor- 
tunate that some members of the 
press have not fully grasped the 
concept and have thus relayed it 
incorrectly,” he continued. 

Dr. Maraqa feels that since the 
money was donated by those who 
contributed under the impression 
that it was a national society, “the 
money should be made available 
to all poor neurological patients 
in any Jordanian hospitals." 

Dr. Khoury repeated that the 
services of the society were avail- 
able to all needy patients under 
the care of any specialist who 
wishes to use the centre at Pales- 
tine Hospital. 

Another objection raised and 
dted by Dr. Maraqa was: “We do 
not need training as we have been 
establishing a name in the Arab 
World and Europe for years." 
Also be said: “Palestine Hospital 
does not have any additional faci- 
lities, not even a CT scanner.” 

“Although neurosdences have 
come a long way in Jordan, they 
are still in tiie developing stages. 


The need for a neurological cen- 
tre in Jordan has been recognised 
for many years. Unfortunately, 
previous attempts to develop it 
have not been successful,” said 
Dr. Khoury. 

He added that medicine, as 
many other fields in Jordan, 
needs some assistance to further 
its development. ’There is no 
question that we are not as adv- 
anced as the University of Toron- 
to in neurosdences, but God will- 
ing in the future we will be," Dr. 
Khoury continued. 

Commenting on criticisms ab- 
out the lack of fadlities. Dr. 
Kboury said: “We do not have a 
centre yet, but as we work to- 
wards establishing one, additions 
such as a physiotherapy depart- 
ment and a CT scanner are being 
studied.” 

Dr. Khoury concluded by 


saying that the concept of a char- 
itable fund in a private hospital is 
not totally new. The ’Palestine 
Hospital has had a fund for poor 
patients since it was first estab- 
lished and the Islamic Hospital 
also has a similar fund. “It would 
be a major step forward if every 
private hospital were to have a 
poor patients’ fond so that needy 
patients are not turned away be- 
cause of financial limitations, 
when they require medical atten- 
tio as is happening now,” he said.

Made abroad, 
consumed in Jordan 

SIX Arabic magazines have recently appeared on Jordanian news 
stands. Some use “sensation" In their marketing strategy, others 
touch on social and economic subjects. However, all have two 
things in common: None of them is political and most importantly, 
although they are Jordanian in content, not one Is printed In 
Jordan. 

The reason is simple. The government is not granting new 
Bcenees for new periodicals. So, any new prospector in the Odd of 
journalism gets a “licence" in Cyprus or Britain bat still uses 
Jordan as its main market. These magazines have their customers 
here. Priced lower than other Arab magazines, ft is only normal 
that Jordanians who have limited local reading material are 
interested in them. There are kits of reservations about the 
journalistic value of some of these magazines. One in particular 
uses sensationalism and exaggerates news and articles to a 
ridiculous level. But nevertheless, the readership of these maga- 
zines seems to be on the increase. 

The point that I want to make however is that, unfortunately , 
most of the income from these magazines is being shifted outside 
the country because they are being printed abroad. Granting them 
licences would certainly be more profitable for the country as It 
would generate income, create jobs in the printing sector and 
improve the quality of printing in the country through increased 
competition. If conformity or those magazines is the major 
concern, as one official put it, then government guidelines for all 
shook! be drawn up and licences issued accordingly. 

Maybe we will end by having 100 per cent pure Jordanian 
magazines which would focus more on Jordanian issues and which 
would also compete until we get the journalistic level for which we 
yearn.

remittances dropped 10 per cent 
in 1985 and again last year. The 
economy is not being replenished 
by sufficient investments, which 
have contracted about 10 per cent 
annually since 1983. Unemploy- 
ment is about 8 per cent and has 
been increasing, especially in the 
youth segment of the population. 

Jordan will continue to play a 
key role in the search for a 
negotiated settlement to the 
Arab-Israeli conflict. Jordan's 
ability to be an active participant 
in the peace process is partly a 
function of its ability to meet its 
basic economic and defence 
needs. Confidence in the con- 
tinuity and durability of our 
assistance to Jordan' provides 
both tangible and psychological 
support to the Jordanian lead- 
ership. 

Military supply has been a key 
element in our relations with Jor- 
dan for over 30 years. Our prop- 
osal for military assistance in FY 
(fiscal year) 1988 is $53.8 million, 
which includes $40 million for the 
military assistance programme 
(MAP), $12 million in FMS (fore- 
ign military sales financing) cre- 
dits. and $1.8 million for IMET 
(international military education 
and training). Because of budget- 
ary constraints, our FY 1987 milit- 
ary assistance allocation to Jordan 
was 50 per cent less than in FY 
1986. In FY 1988. we are request- 
ing a 29 per cent increase over the 
sharply reduced level in 1987. 
This increase is essential if we are 


to continue to provide spare parts 
and training to support U.S. 
equipment already in Jordan's 
inventory. More than three-quar- 
ters of our total military assist- 
ance would be in the form of 
all-grant MAP funds, instead of 
FMS credits, to help compensate 
for our budgetary stringencies. 

Our ESF (economic support 
funds) proposal for SIS million 
will be used to support highlands 
agriculture, water, sewerage ser- 
vices, health, and technical train- 
ing projects in Jordan. The ESF 
level proposed for 1988 repre- 
sents a slight increase over the 
S15 million allocated in 1988 and 
the $14 million in 1987. It in- 
cludes two components: $11 mil- 
lion for Jordanian programmes 
and $7 million for Jordan's recent 
West BankGaza initiative. 

In 1988, King Hussein 
announced an ambitious effort to 
stimulate economic growth and 
improve living conditions in the 
Israeli-occupied West Bank and 
Gaza. Jordan's initiative is de- 
signed to build on its longstand- 
ing ties to those areas and to show 
its concern for Palestinians there. 
We decided to make an early 
contribution to this initiamfc in 
order to demonstrate our confi- 
dence in Jordan's efforts and to 
stimulate Jordan's other friends 
to contribute. We provided $5.5 
million from FY 1988 year-end 
fends and are providing S7 mil- 
lion in 1987. Our effort will be- 
nefit residents of the Occupied 
Territories and give them a stake 
in progress toward peace.

The $675,000 finals, with a top 
prize of $200,000, are Sunday 
morning. 

Edberg. 21, the defending 
WCT finals champion, became 
the tournament favourite after 
Becker's withdrawal because of a 
stomach ailment. 

Edberg was on his game early 
with crisp passing shots, but 
Mayotte, 26, rallied from two sets 


down to even the match with an 
improved serve and volley game. 

Edberg, ranked third in the 
world, and Mayotte, ranked 10th, 
entered play as two of the hottest 
Grand ftix tourists. Edberg’s ‘87 
record prior to Tuesday’s match 
was 24-2 and Mayotte was 18-3 in 
this year’s action. 

Becker was to have played his 
first game Thursday. 

Tournament director John 
Gardner said Becker's manager 
Ion Tiriac notified officials that 
Becker was suffering from the 
same symptoms that forced him 
.to withdraw from the Players 
.International Championships at 
Key Biscayne, Florida, in late 
February. 

Becker, a two-time Wimbledon 
champion and ranked second by 
the ATP computer, defeated 
Mecir on Sunday to win tbe Fila 
indoor Trophy in Milan.

Drivers’ protest threatens Brazilian Grand Prix 


RIO DE JANEIRO, Brazil (AP) 
— Top Formula-1 race drivers 
are refusing to pay a new licens- 
ing fee and threaten to disrupt the 
season-opening Brazilian Grand 
Prix on Sunday. 

World champion driver Alain 
Prost of France said the “top 
seven" drivers were united and 
adamant in their refusal to pay a 
fee charged by the International 
Federation of Automobile 
Sports, known by its French 
acronym FISA. 


“We want to race, but we will 
not pay. That is decided," Prost, 
who is a spokesman for the driv- 
ers, said in an interview. 

The drivers are upset about a 
new FISA ruling that makes top 
drivers pay more to renew their 
so-called “superlicenses,” re- 
quired to compete in Formula-1, 
to addition to a flat fee of 5,000 
French francs (about $825), driv- 
ers this year must pay 1,000 
francs ($165) for every point they 
won in the previous season.

Youth unemployment intensifies 


GENEVA (AP) — Young peo- 
ple are hardest hit by unemploy- 
ment in both industrialised and 
developing countries, according 
to an Internationa] Labour Orga- 
nisation (ELO) survey released 
Tuesday. 

Nearly half the jobless in sever- 
al countries are in the 15-to-24 
age g roup, which bears “the 
brunt of conrinnin g high rates of 
unemployment," the uTn. agen- 
cy said. The survey used 1985 


figures, the latest statistics avail- 
able. 

Work opportunities are espe- 
cially sparse in developing coun- 
tries, where the young make up 
34 per cent of the work force, the 
DLO said. 

A youth unemployment hi gh of 
73 percent was reported byCosta 
Rica. Italy put the rate at 50 per 
cent, the highest among indus- 
trialised nations, it said. 

The least youth joblessness was 
reported by Finland and Greece 


at 24 per cent, the DLO said. 

The survey said unemployment 
figures for Africa were not avail- 
able but the region "probably 
faced the most serious” situation. 

In the Third World, the num- 
ber of young workers is expected 
to grow to 1.117 billion by the 
year 2025 from 755 million in 
1985, nearly a 50 per cent rise. 

“This will ppt an even greater 
strain on the labour market to 
provide jobs for the young,” the 
ELO said. 


Financial leaders see dangers 
from reliance on weak dollar 


WASHINGTON (AP) — Feder- 
al Reserve i(Fed) Chairman Paul 
Volcker on Tuesday warned that 
the United States faced "substan- 
tial risks" if it continue to rely on 
a weaker dollar to correct the 
country’s huge trade deficits. 

Mr. Volcker, who heads the: 
U.S. central bank, told a commit- 
tee of the Senate that further 
sharp declines in the value of the 
dollar in foreign-exchange mar- 
kets could topple the United 
States into a recession. 

He specifically noted "warning 
signs” m recent weeks of a danger 
that the dollar might foil too far 
too fast. 

While Mr. Volcker did not 
out those signals, world 
rial markets were thrown 
into a turmoil last week when the 
dollar foil to record lows against 
the Japanese yen. 

Concerns mat a weaker dollar 
would boost inflation in the Un- 
ited States were among the 
reasons cited by several major 
American banks when they raised 
their prime lending rate last week 
for the first time m almost three 
years. 

"Looking toward depredation 
of the dollar akme to improve our 
trade balance would dearly pose 
substantial risk of renewed infla- 
tionary momentum and under- 
mine confidence in future finan- 
cial stability — developments that 
could jeopardise prospects for 
sustained economic expansion,” 
Mr. Volcker said in an appear- 
ance before a Senate Banking 
Snbcommfttee. 

Mr. Voider said that the de- 
are for greater stability of foreign 
exchange rates was a key element 
underpinning an accord reached 
among the United States and five 
other major industrial countries 
meeting m Paris in February — 
Britain, Canada, France, West 
Germany and Japan. 

For the first time, Mr. Voider 
confirmed that the United States 
had engaged in "active interven- 
tion in the exchange markets in 
recent weeks.” 

Countries intervene by buying 
or selling currencies in large 
amounts as a way of influencing 
their price on the open market. 

But Mr. Volcker noted that 
intervention can be of only li- 
mited use in influencing the value 
of the dollar and other curren- 
cies. 

“Confidence in the current ex- 
change-rate levels will in the end 
depend upon ■ perceptions that 
more fundamental policies than 
intervention will in fact be 
brought to bear,” Mr. Voider 


said. 

"I would argue that the prob- 
lems of economic growth, ba- 
lance of payments adjustment, 
protectionism and international 
debt are so intertwined today that 
a failure to deal constructively 
with any one of than would risk 
failure across the board,” Mr. 
Voider said. 

He said that there were some 
encouraging signs that the U.S. 
trade defiat, which swelled to a 
record 5170 billion last year, was 

finally be ginning to shnnlr. 

But he said any improvement 
would be a slow process and to 
succeed will need to be accompa- 
nied by further progress in Con- 
gress to reduce the huge federal 
budget deficit, which Mr. Volo- 
ker and others have for many 
yeais directly linked to the Un- 
ited States' trade problems. 

"What we need now, instead of 
more depreciation (of the dollar), 
is action here and abroad to carry 
through on those other measures 
needed to support growth and 
adjustment — specifically action 
to reduce the budget deficit here, 
and to provide stimulus abroad,” 
Mr. Volcker said. 

The U.S. government in recent 
months has used pressure against 
the dollar in an effort to force 
Japan and West Germany to do 
more to stimulate their econo- 
mies and provide worid markets 
for exports. 

On the issue of Third World 
Jdebt,. Mr. Volcker rejected prop- 
osals made by opposition Demo- 
cratic Senator Bill Bradley, and 
others that a solution to the prob- 
lem will require forgiveness of at 
least a portion of the huge debt 
load .bunt up by developing coun- 
tries. 

"I do not share the sene of 
some that radical new approaches 
to the debt problem are necessary 
or practicable,” Mr. Volcker 
said. "Indeed, writing down and 
forgiving debts that can reason- 
ably be serviced would risk 
undermining growth and stability 
in die borrowing countries. 

Mr. Volcker said there is a 
danger that adequate financing 
arrangements are not being 
negotiated with enough speed, 
but he said that a country-by- 
country effort to resolve the debt 
problem would still be the best 
wayt to proceed. 

Confirming Mr. Volck&r’s 
comment on the value of the 
dollar, a policy leader of the 
International Monetary Fund 
said Tuesday that the dollar had 
fallen for enough and that other 
measures should be taken to re- 


solve the enormous U.S. trade 
deficit. 

Dutch Finance Minister H. 
Onno Ruding is chairman of the 
fund’s interim committee, which 
tries to steer the 151 member 
governments toward joint policies. 

"I applauded the Plaza agree- 
ment which launched this col- 
lapse, the gradual foil of the 
dollar at that time,” Mr. Ruding 
said. "But now it has gone quite 
for and at this time I think the 
main contribution toward solving 
these still enormous (U.S.) trade 
deficits is not repeat not a further 
fall of the dollar.” 

On Tuesday a dollar was worth 
145.2 Japanese yen, its lowest 
rate since the late 1940s. Before 
the Group of Five agreement 
made at New York's Plaza hotel 
in September 1985, the rate was 
more than 240 to the dollar. 

Speaking to the National 
Lawyers' Club, Mr. Ruding said 
the United States has the main 
to reduce its record 

deficit. 

Mr. Ruding said the solution 
lies not in protectionism, but in 
changes in U.S. domestic policy. 

"Productivity increase and 
therefore competitiveness is not 
doing very well in the United 
Slates," he said. "Tm not saying 
it's doing brilliantly in Europe 
either, compared with some 
Asian countries, but that’s the 
problem ... savings rates are too 
low in the United States and too 
Ugh in Japan ...these are (domes- 
tic) economic policies basically 
(such) as the budget deficit." 

■ Echoing calls made by U.S. 
Treasury Secretary James Baker, 
Mr. Ruding said Japan and West 
Germany should do more to 
stimulate their economies. More 
business activity in those coun- 
tries would draw in more goods 
from the United States, and from 
poor countries. 

The Japanese and West Ger- 
man governments have promised 
to hear their economies, but are 
worried that too much stimulus to 
business could bring on inflation. 

Pohl warns of ‘crash landing’ 

In another comment, the presi- 
dent of West Germany’s central 
bank, Mr. Karl Otto Pohl, 
cautioned on Tuesday that a 
"crash landing” of the U.S. dollar 
against other major currencies 
could trigger a worldwide reces- 
sion. 

Mr. Pohl said he favoured con- 
tinuing a six-nation agreement, 
reached last Feb. 22 in Paris, to 
stabilise the dollar. 


U.S. halts further cash to 
Egypt pending reforms 


WASHINGTON (AP) — The United States is 
holding up further cash aid for Egypt until that 
country implements additional economic reforms, 
assistant secretary of state, Mr. Richard Murphy, 
said Tuesday. 

Congress authorised 5815 mil- 
lion in economic aid to Egypt for 
this year. Most of the money is 
linked to specific projects or to 
commodity import programmes, 
but the State Department is 
allowed by law to transfer some 
of that money in cash if Egypt 
reforms its economic structure. 

Egypt prefers cash in order to 
bolster its sagging foreign curren- 
cy reserves. 

Mr. Murphy made his com- 
ments in response to questions by 
panel chairman, Mr. David 
Obey, an opposition Democrat, 
who asked whether Egypt was 
able to put its economic house in 
order. 

"Many of us are becoming in- 
creasingly worried about Egypt's 
ability to use aid as a tool for 


The United States gave Egypt 
5115 million earlier this fiscal 
year after the Egyptian govern- 
ment carried out a series of eco- 
nomic measures, including a re- 
duction of government expendi- 
ture, subsidy cuts for food and 
cotton and a simplification of the 
exchange rate. 

But Mr. Murphy said the State 
Department would not give Egypt 
any more in cash unless it imple- 
ments further measures designed 
to cut Egypt's budget and balance 
of payment deficits. 

“We have made dear to the 
Egyptian government that there 
would be no further cash trans- 
fers” for the time being, said Mr. 
Murphy, testifying before the 
House Foreign Operations Sub- 
committee.

Kuwait may pipe oil across S. Arabia 


KUWAIT (R) — Kuwait is 
studying proposals to pipe oil 
across Saudi Arabia to the Red 
Sea in a bid to reduce its reliance 
on the war-tom Gulf waterway. 
Gulf-based oil industry sources 
said Tuesday. 

They said two feasibility stu- 
dies were submitted to the state- 
owned Kuwait Petroleum Cor- 
poration (KPC) within the past 
month by its wholly-owned en- 
gineering arm Santa Fe Braun. 

The studies coincided with con- 
tacts between Kuwait and tire 
United States and Soviet Union 
on possible military or logistical 
assistance with oil shipments 
through the Gulf. 

Iran, whose ground conflict 
with Iraq spilled over three years 
ago into the so-called "tanker 
war” in the waterway, has waged 
a campaign of reprisals against 
Kuwait because of its backing for 
Baghdad. 

Of 19 attacks on shippingin the 
Gulf blamed on Iran- since mid- 
September, 14 have been on ves- 
sels trading with Kuwait. 

Washington has offered topro- 
tect Kuwaiti tankers, but U.S. 
officials say Kuwait has turned 
down the idea for the time being. 

Kuwait, which has its own 23- 
tanker fleet but occasionally char- 
ters foreign-flag vessels, 
apparently discussed a similar 
commercial arrangement with the 
Soviet Union, Gulf-based diplo- 


mats said. 

But they said Kuwait had long 
opposed an increased role for the 
superpowers in the area and 
would carefully weigh the merits 
of accepting help from either 
side. 

The idea of piping oil through 
Saudi Arabia tor shipment from 
the Red Sea port of Yanbu 
offered no short-term solution 
and would prove costly, the Gulf- 
based oil sources said. 

They said feasibility studies 
commissioned late last year offer 
two separate options, but com- 
bined cost estimates ran into hun- 
dreds of millions of dollars and 
each would take two to three 
years to build. 

“These things don’t come 
cheap," said one oil source. 

The first option would be a 150- 
centimetre thick pipe to cany 
crude 300 kilometres south from 
Kuwait to link up with Saudi 
Arabia's existing east-west pipe- 
line at pumping station number 
three near the town of Khurais 80 
kilometres north of Riyadh. 

It would have a throughput of 
500,000 barrels per day (b/d) and 
run alongside a pipeline buflt by 
Iraq to move oil through Yanbu 
after its Gulf ports were knocked 
out early in the war. 

The other option is a 90-cen- 
timetre thick line to run 800 
kilometres from Kuwait south- 
west to Yanbu. It would be able 


to handle up to 1.0 milli on b/d of 
crude and refined product. 

“I understand that Saudi Ara- 
bia and Kuwait have agreed in 
principle that a pipeline could be 
built," said one source. 

The sources said the feasibility 
studies were commissioned as a 
“fast-track” project, tinder which 
evaluation is compressed into ab- 
out half the time it would normal- 
ly take. 

One source questioned the 
merit of a combined crude and 
product pipeline, noting that 
Kuwait's newly upgraded, multi- 
billion dollar' refineries turned 
out high quality gas oil, kerosene 
and other products which risked 
contamination in batched de- 
livery. 

"If products are to be exported 
by pipeline, a line would be 
needed for each of the main- 
stream products,” said one critic 
of the dual-purpose pipeline con- 
cept. 

Naphtha, which often is 
"spiked" or blended with crude 
for combined shipment, was 
perhaps the only product suitable 
for such delivery’, be said. 

Roughly one-half of Kuwait's 
current OPEC production quota 
of 948,000 b/d is sold as refined 
product, the sources said. 

The share is expected to rise to 
two-thirds over the next year as 
modernisation of its refinery 
complex is completed. 


ADCO to slash budget and workforce 


ABU DHABI (R) — The largest 
00 producer in the United Arab 
Emirates (UAE), Abu Dhabi 
Company for Onshore Oil Op- 
erations (ADCO), said Tuesday 
it would continue budget and 
manpower cuts begun last year in 
the face of declining o0 revenue. 

General Manager Vincent 
Connelly said in the company's 
1986 annual report spending this 
year would be slashed to around 
5300 million from 5450 milli on 


last year and $500 million in 1985. 

Manpower, which fell 16 per 
cent in 1986 to 3,225 from 1,458 
in 1985, would be cut further by 
raid-1987, although Mr. Connelly 
did not give figures. 

Abu Dhabi, the largest oQ pro- 
ducer in the UAE, suffered a 
sharp drop in revenue last year 
when world oO prices slumped. 

Mr. Connelly said a plan to 
reduce the number of drilling and 
workover rigs by almost three- 


quarters in less than two years 
was initiated last year. 

Field development program- 
mes at the Bab and Sabel oilfields 
were suspended and oil produc- 
tion facilities at the Bab field 
mothballed, Mr. Connelly said. 

Oil gathering and water injec- 
tion facilities at Asab and a new 
oU gathering system at Buhasa 
were completed and commis- 
sioned.

Divers recover 83 bodies from

Teams of Belgian and British 
navy divers, working in the early 
hours of the morning, hauled the 
83 bodies out of the upper decks 
where many passengers bad con- 
gregated in the moments before 
the ferry capsized about one mile 
outside the entrance to Zeebrug- 
ge Harbour. 

Ellis said the recovered bodies 


were taken to the nearby Zeeb- 
rugge naval base for identifica- 
tion. 

The 19 divers, working in mild 
weather and moderate seas, con- 
tinued searching areas of the fer- 
ry above the water line on 
Wednesday in hopes of finding 
more of the bodies still trapped 
inside. 

Officials said they believed 
many bodies would be found in 
the lower decks, which remained

S. Korean dissidents quit 
party to form new group 


SEOUL (R) — Leading South 
Korean dissidents Kim Dae-Jung 
and Kim Young-Sam said 
Wednesday they were forming a 
political party and accused the 
main opposition group of being 
manipulated by foe government 
of President Chun Doo Hwan. 

In a joint statement, they said 
the New Korea Democratic Party 
(NKDP) had failed to live up to 
tiie expectations of South Ko- 
reans because of a damaging feud 
over party leadership. 

“We have now come to the 
conclusion that there is no way 
but to create a new opposition 
party,” the Kims said. 

The statement was read to re- 
porters by Kim Young-Sam while 
his political twin was again under 
bouse arrest to prevent him 
attending the news conference. 
Kim Dae-Jung remains barred 
from political activity because of 
his suspended 20-year jail term 
for sedition. 

“We know dearly that today's 
internal dispute in the NKDP is 
not just an intra-party incident 
but also a result of manipulation 
politics by the Chun regime," the 
statement said. 

The Kims, both former conten- 
ders for the South Korean pres- 
idency. helped set up the NKDP, 
which emerged as the main par- 
liamentiy opposition in the 1985 
general election. 

Kim Young-Sam told the news 
conference 74 of the NKDP’s 90 
members in the 274-member par- 
liament had formally pledged to 
join a new party. 

A power struggle in the opposi- 


tion reached a climax last Satur- 
day when more than 200 NKDP 
members stormed its Seoul head- 
quarters demanding an end to the 
Kims * “dictatorship within the 
party for their personal presiden- 
tial ambitions.” 

The NKDP has been virtually 
crippled since December when 
party President Lee Min-Woo 
contravened orders from the 
Kims and hinted that the opposi- 
tion could consider a draft con- 
stitution proposed by the gov- 
ernment in exchange for greater 
democracy. 

Mr. Chun’s ruling Democratic 
Justice Party (DJP) welcomed 
Lee’s suggestion as a constructive 
effort to break the current con- 
frontation between ruling and 
opposition parties over ways to 
choose a successor to the presi- 
dent. 

Mr. Chun is due to stand down 
next February at the end of a 
seven-year term. An electoral 
college currently selects the presi- 
dent. 

The Kims accuse Mr. Lee and 
various party factious critical of 
them playing into the bands of 
the government, which they say 
is bent on splitting any strong 
opposition to prolong its author- 
itarian rule. 

In a separate development ab- 
out 300 dissidents rallied 
Wednesday to protest what they 
called mistreatment and torture 
of political prisoners. 

Police did not interfere with 
the rally, held indoors at the 
office of the Council for the 
Promotion of Democracy. 


Chirac wins vote of 
confidence in assembly 


PARIS (R) — France's conserva- 
tive government woo as expected 
a vote of confidenc£'sought-by 
Prime Minister Jacques Chirac on- 
his general policies early Wednes- 
day in parliament. 

Mr. Chirac's Gaullist RPR Party 
and its junior partner in the ruling 
coalition, the centre-right UDF, 
voted to give Mr. Chirac’s cabinet 
a slim majority in the National 
Assembly. 

A total of 294 deputies in the 
577-member .assembly voted to 
support Mr. Chirac, with 282 
voting against. One parliamenta- 
rian was absent. 

The Socialists, Communists 
and the extreme-right National 
Front voted against the prime 
minister's call. 

The voting followed a day of 


debate at the opening of the 
assembly’s spring session, 
m arked by Mr. Chirac’s pledge to 
poisue~ his -conservative econo- 
mic policies in his second year in 
office. 

The 54-year-old premier de- 
fended his government’s record 
since it came to power in March 
last year and said it would press 
on with liberalisation measures. 

“There -is- no question of a 
pause. The government's action 
must be pursued with the same 
will, the same dyn amism, the 
same ardour,” he said. 

In contrast with Mr. Chirac's 
pledge. Justice Minister Afina 
Chalandon said Tuesday an ambi- 
tious plan ending for privatisation 
of the country's jails was partially 
abandoned.

Pope calls for progress on 
social justice, human rights 


MENDOZA, Argentina (R) — 
Pope John Paul II has warned 
Latin Americans that the con- 
sequences for the continent could 
be grave if economic develop- 
ment was not accompanied by 
progress in social justice and hu- 
man rights. 

“Can lasting peace exist in a 
world regulated by social, econo- 
mic and political relations which 
favour one group or country to 
the detriment of others,” he said 


during a grayer service for 


thousands of people in Mendoza, 
the centre of Argentina's wine- 
growing area. 

In his speech, the Pope spoke 
out against divoice for the first 
time in Argentina, calling it de- 
grading and dehumanising. The 
issue is controversial in the most- 
ly Catholic country because of a 
law being debated that would 
legalise it. 

He said Argentines would nev- 
er find domestic peace if “fami- 
lies are divided and not capable 


of overcoming conflicts in this 
basic cell of all social harmony.” 

“You know well how situations 
of conflict in certain areas of 
Latin America lend themselve to 
demagoguery, fruitless accusa- 
tions, mutual recriminations and 
other attitudes do not always 
lead to positive solutions,” he 
told the congregation at the out- 
door meeting. 

The Pope, who did not say 
which areas of Latin America, he 
was referring to, said injustice 
was at the root of such conflicts. 

“Can true peace exist when 
men, women and children can not 
live without their full human 
dignity?” he asked. 

At least 9,000 people dis- 
appeared between 1976 and 1983 
during the former military gov- 
ernment’s campaign against guer- 


rillas and political opponents, and 
four years after the return of 


democracy, h uman rights is still a 
highly controversial issue in 
Argentina. 


3 bodies recovered, 7 missing 
in New York bridge collapse 


AMSTERDAM, New York (AP) 
is kept efi- 


— Rushing floodwaters kept 
vers from searching for as many 
as seven more victims of a sudden 
collapse of a highway bridge. 

Three bodies already have 
been recovered. 

Also, the National Transporta- 
tion Safety Board on Tuesday 
began an investigation into Sun- 
day’s accident about 55 
kilometres west of Albany on the 
New York State Thruway. 

The bodies of a U.S. man and 
two men from Ontario, Canada, 
were recovered Sunday and Mon- 
day from the two Cadillacs that 
had dropped 25 metres into the 
creek. The U.S. victim’s wife was 


listed Tuesday as missing the cou- 
ple was believed to have been 
driving to Texas. 

Six other people were listed as 
missing. 

A steady rain Tuesday sent the 
water level back up, allowing 
rescue workers to do little more 
than drag a portion of the creek. 
The current was too strong for 
divers, said state Police Lt. 
Michael Wright. 

Officials have not pinpointed 
the cause of the collapse, but 
some engineering experts specu- 
lated that rushing floodwaters 
may have eroded sofl and stone 
beneath the three-metre-thick 
concrete bridge supports. 


Redman: U.S. aware of 
Japanese nuclear sentiments 


WASHINGTON (USIA) — The 
United States is “aware of the 
special sentiments of the 
Japanese people in regard to unc- 
lear weapons. We have faithfully 
honoured our commitments 
under the treaty of mutual coop- 
eration and security with Japan 
and continue to do so.” State 
Department spokesman Charles 
Redman has said. 

He made the comments when 
questioned about an April 7 New 
York limes story which said that 
Japanese communists searching 
in the U.S. Library Congress 
have uncovered documentary evi- 
dence of a secret agreement that 
permits the United States to take 
nudear aims into and out of 
Japan, but it reportedly does not 
allow tbe weapons to be stored in 


Japan or launched from there. 

“We are now in the process of 
checking the authenticity of the 
document^ noted in the story, 
Mr. Redman said, adding that he 
was not in position to comment 
on its content. 


He noted that Japanese Com- 
munist Party has “reportedly 
obtained information concerning 
the 1960 mutual security treaty 
which has long bees in the public 
domain — that agreement is cer- 
tainly no secret.” 


The spokesman repeated that 
the United States consistently 
maintains a worldwide policy 
“that we neither confirm nor 
deny the presence of nuclear 
weapons aboard U.S. naval ves- 


sels.’ 


7 policemen killed, 3 hurt 
in Filipino rebel ambush 


MANILA. Philippines (Agen- 
cies) — Communist rebels 
ambushed a constabulary patrol, 
killing seven police officers and 
wounding three more during an 
hour-long gunbattle in south east- 
ern Luzon, the military said 
Wednesday. 

« CapL Dong De Asis, military 
operations chief of Quezon pro- 
vince, said one trooper was un- 
accounted for after Tuesday’s 
attack by the New People’s Army 
(NPA). The attack occurred in 
Calsiay-Uno municipality in 
Mauban town, 100 kilometres 
south east of Manila. 

There was no report of rebel 
casualties. 

Capt. De Asis said the troops 
were on their way back to camp 
from a nearby municipality where 
they had recovered the body of a 
slain paramilitary guard when 
they were fired on by an undeter- 
mined number of rebels. 

The attack was the second ma- 
jor government loss in Quezon 


province since a 60-day nation- 
wide ceasefire expired Feb. 8. 


Quezon rebels killed 19 soldiers 
in an ambush on March 17 in the 
second highest loss to the govern- 
ment side in a single encounter 
since the insurgency began 18 
years ago. 

On Monday, the military said 
645 people bad been lolled in 
insurgency-related clashes between 
Jan. 1 and March 31, including 
208 soldiers, 262 rebels and 175 
civilians. 

In other developments, the 
military reported 14 Communist 
rebels were killed on Monday in a 
pair of clashes in Zamboanga Del 
our province 800 kilometres 
south east of the capital. 

Meanwhile, a leftist leader has 
said Philippine Communist guer- 
rillas might seek weapons from 
“revolutionary countries because 
of increasing U.S. involvement in 
the country’s civil war.” 

Antonio Zumel, de facto 
spokesman for the NPA was 
quoted by tbe Manila Standard 
newspaper as saving the rebels 
may decide to aid their tradition- 
al policy of self-reliance. 


U.S. monitoring Soviet 
subs in western Atlantic 


WASHINGTON (R)— U.S. and 
NATO forces are monitoring 
what appears to be the largest 
deployment of Soviet nudear 
attack submarines in flic western 
Atlantic since 1985, the Pentagon 
has said. 

" The Soviet undersea exercise is 
believed to include several dasses 
of hunter-killer boats, indnding 
tbe nudear- powered victor dass, 
according to one defence official, 
who asked not to be identified. 

The Pentagon declined to say 
how many submarines were in- 
volved in the exercise, whether 
they included the new silent Aka- 
la dass hunter-killer subs, or ex- 
actly where the exercise was tak- 
ing place. 

But it said in a brief statement 
to reporters that about a half 
dozen Soviet submarines took 
part in the last such western 
Atlantic exercise in toe summer 


of 1985. 

“The submarines, among the 
quietest and most capable in foe 
Soviet navy, probably deployed 
from the Soviet Northern Fleet 
last month,” the statement said. 

“These submarines are being 
rou tin ely monitored by U.S. 
Atlantic Command and NATO 
forces.” 

Attack submarines are de- 
signed to find and destroy other 
submarine and surface vessels. 
Pentagon officials have com- 
plained in recent weeks that Mos- 
cow has made major strides re- 
cently in improving die capability 
of its underwater fleet 

The officials said the current 
Soviet deployment was not 
routine, but that U.S. Atlantic 
Co mman d and NATO forces 
were maintaining surveillance 
and there was no increased threat 
to U.S. interests.
